“The company strenuously opposed our 
organization, but we finally perfected it suf- 
ficiently to be rble. to present our demands 
for a wage rate that we considered we were 
entitled to, with proper-working conditions, 
In June of 1002 we made demands on the 
c-apany for 28 cents an hour. Coupled with 
that were the working conditions, fica- 
tion of schedules, and so on. We Were un- 
able to agree upon the wage rate at that 
time, .and so submitted it to arbitration. The 
arbitration board gave us a raise of but 3 
cents an hour. We felt that.our case hag 
not been properly presented to the arbitra- 
tion board.

“The company is seeking to confuse the 
minds of the public and to leave the impres- 
sion that this is a fight for the ‘ closed shop,’ 
as it is called.

Yost was unwilling 
to risk injuries from playing on a slippery 
field, but warned the men that they must put 
on full armor tomorrow for two hours of 
scrimmage. 

For two hours and forty-five minutes téday, 
in a Griving rain, the men raced through 
formations, trick plays, and hard defensive 
drill, Then the squad was hurried to supper, 
whence is went immediately to the gym- 
nasium to practice until an early bedtime. 

Capt. Redden was back in line. Careful 
preparation is being made’ for any unhex- 
pected punting Wisconsin may show.

In. response to 
an inquiry on this subject yesterday M.

“The foreign exchange market has-rarely 
experienced so rapid a decline in rates for 
sterling and in continental exchanges as has 
occurred within two weeks. Bankers’ demand 
sterling Oct. 27 sold at 485% and today at 
483; checks on Berlin at 95 3-16 and 94%, re- 
spectively; checks on Paris, 517% and 521% 
plus 1-16, respectively. 

‘The immediate cause of the decline was 
the heavy offerings of commercial bills 
against exports of cottom and grain. The 
continued tightness of the money markets 
on this side tended to further depress foreign 
exchange rates. 

** Although exchange several times touched 
a figure below the import point, little gold 
has been procured in Europe because of the 
scant supply in the open market in London 
and on account of the refusal of the Bank 
of England and continental banks to permit 
withdrawals of gold to the depletion of their 
own holdings. It is announced today that 
the Bank of England sold £250,000 gold at 
78s %4, a price which would permit tmporta- 
tion of gold to the United States only when 
demand drafts on London #ell below 483. -
